Now that our valiant defenders
bhave disposed of the Spanish army
and fleet in Eastern Cnba, the first
duty is to look to the health of the
men. The wounded at the battle of
Santingo have been well handled.
They have been brougbe back to our
own ports, aud all who were able to
travel permitted to go home for
sixty days. Many of those more
seriously wounded will be nursed in
fully equipped hospitsls at  Fort
Monroe, The health of the army
remalning atSantingo becomes a mat-
wer of earpest concern. Climatiz
conditions were ' unfavorahle, of!
course, during the three weeks oceu-|
died by the aivance after the land-
ing im Cuba. Our troops are not
accustomed to the tropics in summer
nor to the tension of life in the
trenchies under fire, poorly fed, sub-
ject to a deluge of rain by day and
a chilly atmosphere by night, Ex-
citement will sustain soldiers for a
time, but much sickness 18 sure o
result from such an experience with
men of northern birth, All the sani-
tary surroundings of Sanlingo are
especially unfavorable at this time.
Thousands of wrelched refugees are
in the neighborhood of the city and
the insargents who have Hocked in |
are hungry and half naked. The |
Spanish soldiers are in a low state of
health from so much exposure and |
privalion. |

Now is the time for the Napole-
ons of the medical department to
take hold prove the claims ot
their modern science. Probably a
large number of troops will be
brought back, and they should be
assigned to camps where their usual
tone of health can be best reslored.
There are pleasant islands along the
Atlantic const where the men can
pitch their tents and enjoy the fresh
sen breezes while they recuperate.
One of the frst duties at Santiago is
o isolate (Le yellow fever cases and
-slamp outl the disease as quickly ns
possible, No doubt the best policy
is 10 bring away at once all the regi.
ments that ean be spared and locate
them beyond the breeding places of
the pestilence, Transporis that were
to take troops forward can now be
used to bring them away. Every
life that can be saved and illness
prevented will be to the credit of the
army medical corps, whose operalions
now become all important.

1t has been stated that the wound.
ed at Santiago are doing remarkably
well; that the wounds heal rapidly.
withont fever or suppuration, and
that the death will be ~omparatively
few. The antiseptic methods of
surgery have been adop'ed since the
civil war and their value is perfectly
established. But it remains to be
proved that disease in the army 18
treated more successfully than in
former days. Probably it is, but
the fact is yet to come out in sta-
tistics.

In every camp the laws of sanita-
tion should be strictly enforced and
medical officers are justified in con-
stantly demsoding the earnest co-op-
eration of those in authority. Much
of the disease of army life is plainly
preventible. The men themselves
should be more ready to welcome
and observe hygienic regalations,
‘While the army is inactive is a good
time to wage a successful medical
and sanitary campaign. — Globe.
Democrat.

CUBAN GRIEVANCES.

Cuban grievances becavse of fan-
cied slights at Santiago are cleverly
made, but when all the facts are
brought to light General Shafter's
condact of the operations before and
after the surrender of Santisgo will
be found to be almost perfect. While
the Cuban allies rendered signal ser-
vice to the marines at Guantanamo,
the main body of the army of Gareia
failed in its task of preventing rein-
forcements reaching Linares. When
the Cuban general reported that he
was vnable to prevent the advance
of the Spanish column, be gave as a
reason that it was a superior force,
He had under him, by a most mod-
est estimate, 2000 Cubans, fairly
well armed and plentifully supplied
wilh rations from the supplies of the
Awerican invaders, The report of
General Toral shows that his total
reinforcemenls were no more Lhan
3500, and not a few of these were
stragglers who came from some
points near by.

It theretore appears that Gareia,
with 2000 well-fed men, failed to
stop the advance of 3000 of th2 ene
my. This might be forgiven if the
conduct of the Cubans in subsequent
operations had not proved disap-
pointing. They were called vpon
to assist woaunded to the rear, to dig
trenches and aid in other duties
which fell to the ot of all American
troops. These dolies were as much
a part of the snccess of the attack
upon Santiago as the aim of the rifle-
men and artillerymen. It was not
in keeping with the offer of the Cu-
bans to place their soldiers under
complete control of the American
commander, and refuse to perform

such dutlies.

With this spirit of semi-insubordi-

nation fresh in mind Shafter could
not reasonably be expected to turn
the city over to the control of the

Cuban allies.
